in 
cases of internal ulcer. 
This treatment is indicated too, 
in disea.ses like p ernicious anemia, 
and other conditions accomp anying 
deterioration of the blood. In many 
infections, it may be help ful. It is 
given In cases of illuminating gas 
p oisoning. 
Transfusions are 
given 
some­ 
times to increase the resistance be­ 
fore a serious op eration. The fresh, 
health-giving blood p romotes the 
p rosp ect of recovery. 
Science has p rogressed in Its 
study of this Rubject so that there 
attends the transfusion very little 
or no danger. The p hysician makes 
sure before .giving the treatment 
that he is using blood comp atible 
with that of his p atient. He exer­ 
cises care that too great a quantity 
of blood Is not given. By p rop er 
technique, he p revents the p assage 
of a bubble, of air or a blood clot 
into th© body of his p atient. 
Y'ou can see that while it is un­ 
usual, It is a method of treatment 
that has great imp ortance in a des­ 
p erate case.
